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Hgltatlon for a J^cw School 


That National City needs a new school building is a self-evi¬ 
dent fact. But it is left to the students to make that fact known to 
their parents and friends. In connection with this need, the ques¬ 
tion of location has been raised. Many believe the school should be 
built outside of the settled district, in order that land may be avail¬ 
able for agricultural purposes. 

Agriculture is now becoming such an important occupation 
throughout the country, that a department for its study would be 
a valuable addition to the school. Some think it wise, however, to 
establish a separate department for it, so that the students who are 
not to be benefited by this addition, will not have the inconvenience 
of traveling a long distance to school every day. This question will 
be debated by members of the Debating Societies before the Par¬ 
ent-Teachers' Association in March. 


Vocational Cralnlng 


If we do succeed in obtaining a new high school building, we 
will probably have several departments which have been a minus 
quantity so far. Great interest has been shown in vocational train¬ 
ing, as will be seen by the large number of students enrolled in the 
Commercial, Art. Science, Domestic Science, and Manual Training 
departments. Of course, agriculture will come under this head, and 
additions will perhaps be made to several of the departments already 
mentioned. E. M. E. 
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Leonardo Da Vinci 

Leonardo da Vinci was born in 1452, at Vinci, a fortified town, 
half way between Florence and Pisa. He lived there for twenty- 
four years and attracted much attention by his great strength and 
personal beauty, and his longing for learning. Music and mathe¬ 
matics were among his favorite studies, but he was fonder of draw¬ 
ing and modelling. 

At the age of fifteen, he entered the studio of Andrea Verocchio. 
Verocchio was representative of the scientific school of Florence 
artists. In 1472, Leonardo’s name was inscribed on the roll of the 
Painters’ Guild. In 1478, he obtained a commission to paint an 
altar piece for the chapel of the Palazzo Vecchio, and in 1480 he 
agreed to complete another for the monks of San Donato. Neither 
of these was completed, but the cartoon of the “Adoration of the 
Magi” was probably intended for one of the two. 

The chief subject of this paper is the art of Leonardo da Vinci, 
but it is interesting to note that he excelled in sculpturing, as archi¬ 
tect, engineer and mathematician, and wav illustrious in philosophy, 
science and physics. He had a great intuition of nature, and he 
anticipated the great discoveries of modern science. 

According to “Masters of Art,” there are only five known pic¬ 
tures which unquestionably belong to Da Vinci: The “Last Sup¬ 
per,” the “Mona Lisa,” the “Adoration of the Magi,” the cartoon 
study of “St. Anne,” and the sketch, “St. Jerome.” This, however, 
does not include the unfinished head of Christ, and Leonardo’s 
sketch of himself. A large number of authoritative critics think 
“St. Jonh,” the “Virgin of the Rocks,” “St. Anne,” in the Louvre, 
and the angel of Verocchio’s “Baptism,” in the Academy at Florence, 
are Da Vinci’s, and others insist that several others are his, but we 
are not sure of them. 

Leonardo was the first great artist to depart from the conven¬ 
tionalities and the stiff, angular style of earlier painters. With 
Botticelli, he looked for fluidity of atmosphere and correctness of 
drawing, and became a master of transparent lights and shadows. 

Theophile Gautier says, “No painter is Leonardo da Vinci’s 
superior. Raphael, Michelangelo and Correggio may stand beside 
him on the mountain lop; but none has ever scaled a loftier height.” 
On the other hand, Van Dyke believes Titian, Correggio and An¬ 
drea del £arto to be greater technically, though not in the produc¬ 
tion of deep thought on canvas. Jean Paul Richter says, “Leonardo 
da Vinci’s name has been, and ever will be a popular one; his art 
can never be that; it is too lofty, too sublime.” Leonardo looked 
deeply into the secrets of nature, and always liked best the more 
unusual things. It was he who first painted such things as the 
green, shadowy, light among the rocks of a cave, the light and 
shadow, and color of a shallow stream running over the rocks, and 
the changing landscape in a shower, at daybreak. He also had great 
genius f r showing the human personality, so that his portraits seem 
to actually feel and think. 

One might think Leonardo was unattractive, as the saying is, 
“The man who is an artist is good for little else,” but, on the other 
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hand, he was very witty, graceful, polished, and altogether very at¬ 
tractive. Some complain that he took men from the primitive art, 
so that, after him, it was impossible to paint with the old, simple 
directness. His visions were often so beautiful, that he could not 
paint them, and so preferred to leave them to his dreams. That is 
why, after years of work, he never finished the head of Christ. He 
probably wanted to depict more than art could do, and when he 
found that he could not do it, he left his work entirely unfinished, 
and so accomplished less than art might do. But the little that we 
have gives a deep insight into nature, and the human heart. 

Leonardo’s two great master-pieces are 4 ‘Mona lisa” and the 
“Last Supper.” The latter is now, almost a wreck, as large number 
of DeVinci’s paintings are now. This is due to the complicated 
cuisine oils, which he used. These grow darker as they grow older, 
and make the paintings almost indistinguishable. The great scene 
in the life of Christ which gave the subject matter for “The Last 
Supper” has been pictured many times by great artists, but never so 
well, it is said, as by Da Vinci. After years of toil and suffering, 
the Savior has gathered around him the twelve apostles, who have 
borne so much with him. He speaks the words, “One of you will 
betray me.” At this, the disciples are filled with surprise and 
horror, and each one questions his neighbor. This is the moment 
Leonardo has pictured so well. 

The other master-piece, “Mona Lisa,” is said to be “the portrait 
of a subtle, shadowy, uncertain, smile.” To De Vinci it was a sym¬ 
bol of the secret world, of a movement in the soul. The original 
of the “Mona Lisa” was the wife of Francisco del Giaconda. Leon¬ 
ardo had his sitter constantly amused with music and jesting, so 
she would simle naturally. Pater, in his “Studies in the History of 
the Renaissance,” described the picture in these famous words, 
“Ilers is the head upon which all ‘the ends of the world are come,’ 
and the eyelids are a little weary. It is a beauty wrought out from 
within the flesh, the deposit, little cell by cell, of strange thoughts 
and fantastic reveries and exquisite passions. Set it, for a moment, 
beside one of those white Greek goddesses, or beautiful women of 
antiquity, and how would they be troubled by this beauty, into 
which the soul with all its maladies has passed! All the thoughts 
and experience of the world have etched and moulded there, in that 
which they have the power to refine and make expressive the out¬ 
ward form. 

“She is older than the rocks among which she sits; like the 
vampire, she has been dead many times, and learned the secrets of 
the grave; and has been a diver in deep seas, and keeps their fallen 
day about her: and Irafficked for strange webs with Eastern merch¬ 
ants, and as Leda, was the mother of Helen of Troy, and, as St. 
Anne, the mother of Mary; and all this has been to her but as the 
sound of lyres and flutes, and lives only in the delicacy with which 
it has molded the changing lineaments, and tinged the eyelids and 
the hands.” 

This wonderful and famous picture was stolen from the Louvre 
on the afternoon of Tuesday, August the twenty-second, 1911. For

five years it had hung in the Salon Carre. On the day that it was 
missed by the authorities the museum was suddenly closed. The 
men said this was because of the bursting of a water pipe. At five 
o’clock it was announced that the famous picture had been stolen. 

It was thought that the thieves intended to keep the original 
and send back a copy, but the original has been found, as is proved 
by close study, and now occupies its old place in the Louvre.

On Dec. 5, 1913, a basket-ball game was to be played between 
the Logan Heights Athletic Club and the National City High School 
at the latter’s court. But as the Logan Heights team dropped out 
of the league, they forfeited that game, and Coronado High School 
took its place. 

Our basket-ball boys were victorious in the game with the Inde¬ 
pendent Electrics, winning by a score of 31 to 13. Splendid team 
work was shown by our team. Gardiner, the star forward of N. C. 
H. S., threw 21 of the points made. The game was played Dec. 11, 
1913, on the Playgrounds court. 

A game was staged for Dec. 19, 1913, between the Playground 
Basket-ball Club and the N. C. II. S., but was postponed until a 
further date. 

By defeating the Coronado High School team, Jan. 8, 1914, we 
won our second victory, the Playgrounds court was used,- and the 
game was a regular landslide, the final score being 32 to 4. 

Owing to the rainy weather, the basket-ball game which was to 
be played between the El Cajon High School and the National City 
High School, Jan. 16, was postponed. 

We suffered our first defeat by playing the La Jolla Indoor 
Basket-ball Club at La Jolla, Saturday, Jan. 17, by a score of 43 to 
21. Although w T e put up a game fight, we were outclassed by weight 
and strength. But it being a practice game, we were able to pick 
out our weakest places, and it proved to be of great benefit to us. 

The La Jolla team is noted for its great team work, the team 
only being beaten twice in three years, and as we put up the best 
game for them this season, it makes a fine showing for us, and we 
think that we have a good chance for the championship of the San 
Diego County Outdoor Basket-ball League. 

Volley-Ball. 

No outside games or inter-class games have been played in 
volley-ball since the basket-ball season opened. But the students of 
the High School have been playing games among themselves ever 
since it was first introduced. And it is good exercise for those who 
do not participate in the other activities.

Other tennis games were played during the year, between the 
different students of the High School, and also the faculty. 

Baseball. 

Baseball practice has been called for Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoons by Captain Charles Willoughby. But owing to the rainy 
weather the practices have been irregular. Soon, however, we will 
improve the condition of the High School diamond and then prac¬ 
tice will start in earnest. 

The prospects for a strong team are very bright this year, owing 
to the fact that only one member of last year's varsity is absent this 
year, and there is a wealth of new material for the team, which will 
make the competition for each position strong. 

Basketball. 

January 23d the basket ball team went lo El Cajon and had a 
fast and exciting game, winning by the close score of 24 to 19. 

Although we lost -he game at Escondido, we are still champions 
of the league, because that was only a practice game. 

We won the game wilh El Cajon here by a score of 34-14. 

One of the most interesting games of the year was played Feb¬ 
ruary 4th between the faculty and the Senior boys. Some great 
team work was displayed, and a lively interest was taken by the 
spectators. The Senior girls did some creditable cheering, but the 
faculty won the game nevertheless, by a .score of 33-34, but as there 
are two more games to be played, there is still time for the Seniors 
to make good.

• The prospects for successful athletic campaigns in all branches 
of sport are very bright this year. In fact the material at hand for 
teams is the best with which N. C. H. S. has ever been favored. Then, 
too, we have a capable and hard-working athletic coach this year, 
Mr. Sebelius, who not only has the success of the school at heart, 
but has great interest in the welfare of the fellows as well. Hereto¬ 
fore, without the assistance of a regular coach, what victories we 
have gained have been mainly due to tine individual play, rather 
than excellence of team work. We hope this year, with Mr. Sebelius' 
help, to perfect team work in our different varsities, and attain that 
precision of movement which characterizes the successful athletic 
team. In fact, the difference resulting from our coach is already 
noticeable in the smoothness and precision of the basketball team, 
this year, as contrasted with the brilliant, but at times erratic, in¬ 
dividual, grandstand playing of last year's team. 

Everything points to the fact that this year should be our 
“banner” year in the field of athletics, and it's up to the members 
of the teams themselves to make their teams a success. Another 
most important place of the athletic activity is the support afforded 
to teams by the A. S. B. No team, no matter how lucky in winning 
games, is not a success wi hout the support of the Student Body. 
If the support of the school itself dags, then the members of the 
teams lose interest. It's up to YOU as a member of the N. C. H. S. 
to make the name of your school respected and feared by our op¬ 
ponents, in any activity in which we may enter. When we play a 
game at home, turn out and help your team, both by your “lungs” 
and your “spondulix,” if necessary.

Football. 

Owing to the lack of heavy material, and to the disapproval 
with which the faculty viewed football, it was decided not to sup- 
p nt a regular eleven this year. Many have thought, however, that 
if an eleven had been organized by the school, we could have given 
a good account of ourselves. 

Basketball. 

This year our fellows got an early start, and have been work¬ 
ing hard under the eyes of their captain, John Gardner, and their 
coach, Mr. Sebelius, to obtain team work. In this they have suc¬ 
ceeded to a remarkable extent, thanks to the capable coaching of 
Mr. Sebelius. Our hustling manager, Pov Harris, early joined 
the San Diego County Outdoor Basketball League, in which organ¬ 
ization we have hopes of “capturing the bunting.” The members 
of the varsity are as follows: John Gardner, Thomas Wade and 
Arnold Schleunniger, fordwards; Elbert Crumley and Elden Pecka, 
guards; Roy Harris and Eugene Pratt, centers. A second team 
has also been organized, and Donald Burnham was elected manager 
and Ira Harbison captain. 
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Volley Ball. 

This is its first year as an athletic activity of N. C. H. S., but, 
.judging from the popularity with which it was received, not the 
last A team was chosen to represent the school in outside matches, 
and as usual, the “Red and Gray” of N. C. H. S. emerged victorious 
from all of them. 

Tennis. 

This is another activity which is new to the school this year, 
owing to the lack of courts, rather than to dearth of material to 
represent the school. This year, however, one court has been com¬ 
pleted, and we hope to see the other finished soon. 

As we now have suitable grounds, we expect to stage tourna¬ 
ments, with the best teams in the county. At the first tennis meet¬ 
ing Edgar Boal was chosen manager and Blair Cantwell captain. A 
handicap tennis tournament was immediately started to bring out 
material for team, and to give Mr. Sebelius and the cap’ains a 
chance “to get a line” on the players. A tryout for the tennis team 
was held Tuesday, December 16th at the High School Court, the 
result of which was as follows: Blair Cantwell, 1st man; Paul 
Spring. 2nd; Edgar Boal, 3rd; Donald Burnham. 4th; Harold Ball, 
sub. These men will represent N. C. H. S. in all matches, unless 
beaten by some other members of the Student Body, in a challenge 
match for teams. The tennis manager has arranged for several 
tournaments with school teams in the county, beginning with Coro¬ 
nado on Jan. 17th. 

Baseball. 

The regular season lias not started as yet, and the other ac¬ 
tivities of the school are taking rp the time of the students. How¬ 
ever, the cap'ain. Charles Willoughby, bas called for baseball prac¬ 
tice on Tuesday and Thursday afternoons, for all not playing bas¬ 
ketball. Owing to the smallness of the school, it was thought best 
not to have two activities conflicting, hence Ihe latter clause in the 
preceding sentence. The manager. Blair Cantwell, has already be¬ 
gun to make out a schedule, which, when finished, is expected to be 
a very long one. N. C. H. S. would like to see a San Diego County 
Baseball League started, and is anxious to join such an organization. 
However, if a league is not formed, the baseball team will attempt 
a northern invasion, providing the showing of the team justifies it, 
and the necessary finances can be secured. 

Tf the invasion is made it will be in the Easter vacation, namely, 
from April 3 to 13. It is expected that a silver cup will be donated 
by some N. C. merchants to the one having the highest hatting aver¬ 
age on the team.
